F ANYONE tells you that American corporations are 
noor that they are suffering from previous depres- 


sions, or from taxes, wage advances, or low prices, reler 
him to the following facts. They contain 1*1 representa- 
tive American corporations, and were compiled by the 
organ of big business—the Wall Street Journal. 
Those 


corporations include almost every line of porduction The 
figures are for eight years, 1915 to 1922 inclusive. They 
thus cover the war, the boom of 1919-20. the depression 
of 1920-21 and the recovery- year of 1922. 


The figures do not tell how much profit was made 


altogether and given out to property owners. 
They do 


tell however, how much profit was left after dividends 
and everything else had been paid out. This extra prom 
was added to the corporations' surplus, and furnished 
new capital and reserves. It amounted for the 141 cor- 
porations, in the eight years, to the tremendous sum of 
53,069.431,945. 
This figure is net, al! losses being de-
